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Double Patenting 

Claims 1-19 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory double patenting over 
claims 1-12 of U. S. Patent No. 6,080,219 since the claims, if allowed, would improperly 
extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: A composite porous media comprising a foam 
having a multiplicity of through-pores and sintered powder impregnating the pores of 
foam and the foam. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application which matured into a patent. See also MPEP § 804.
